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Council Learns More about Consultants’ 
Proposals for Ways to Clean up Lake

Building a larger pond to 
catch sediment, and harvest¬ 
ing water weeds, were two 
ways to clean up Greenbelt 
Lake discussed at a city 
council worksession on 
Thurs, September 8. In 
hopes of beginning work on 
the lake this winter, council 
will consider a plan of action 
at its next meeting on Sept. 
19. 

One-and-a-half years ago the 
city received a grant of $82,500 
from the state for work on 
Greenbelt Lake. This must be 
matched by $ 27,500 in city 
funds. 

The city hired consultants 
Dames & Moore of Bethesda to 
study the water quality of 
Greenbelt Lake and to improve 
the existing sediment forebay— 
the small separate body of wa¬ 
ter near the peninsula intended 
to stop sediment from one of 
two creeks from entering the 
lake. 

In a report recently received 
by council. Dames- & Moo re sug¬ 
gested five alternative ways to 
keep some sediment and excess 
nutrients from entering the lake 
at its east end near the penin¬ 
sula, and two ways to decrease 
the amount of weeds in the lake. 

The proposed sediment control 
alternatives are :1) build a 0.4 
acre forehay, 2) build a 2.4 acre 
forebay, 3) build an underwater 
wall-like berm off the end of 
the peninsula to create the 
equivalent of a 1.8 acre forebay, 
in the lake and 4) build *a berm 
off either side of the end of the 
peninsula for a one-acre in-lake 
forebay 5) alternatives 1 and 4 
combined. 

Celia Wilson, the city's Plan¬ 
ning and Development Coordina¬ 
tor, explained at the workses¬ 
sion that the staff prefers al¬ 
ternative 5 because it would 
give improvement of water qual¬ 
ity while minimizing disruption 
to the park. 

Roger Copp, project engineer 
with Dames & Moore, explained 
that in alternative 5, rock riprap 
would be placed off either side 
of the peninsula. Even though 
the top of the resultant berm 
would be below the surface of 
the water, the berm would slow 
down the speed of the water en¬ 
tering the lake so that sediment 
and nutrients would settle out of 
the water in the forebays, 

Copp explained that the area 
on either side of the peninsula 
would trap sediment and nu¬ 
trients preserving the depth and 
water quality of the remainder 
of the lake. Eventually, the area 
around the peninsula would re¬ 
vert to wetlands. 

Copp said that in estimating 
the cost of this plan at $87,000 
it was assumed the city would 
temporarily lower the level of 
the lake so that contractors oia- 
ding on the project can “grab it, 
touch it, feel it." permitting the 


city to avoid excess contingency 
costs. This would also make the 
actual work easier. A crane 
at the end of the peninsula 
would drop the rocks into the 
lake to build the berm. 

Dredging would be done on 
both sides of the peninsula to 
create space in which sedimerV 
coujd accumulate. Copp sugges- 
ed piling the dredged-up sedi¬ 
ment on the former PEPCO site, 
next to Crescent Rd., but added, 
“Pm concerned about the height 
(of the material) we'll havj 
there - about ten feet . , . " 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld wondered 
if the dirt could be hauled for 
use in construction of Metro. 

As for the proposed timetable 
of the project, Steve Kay, grants 
manager with the Maryland De¬ 
partment of Environment* Sedi¬ 
ment and Stormwater Division, 
said that he would like to see 
the project go to bid by Novem 
her. He mentioned that dredg¬ 
ing prices are cheaper in the 
winter. 

Concilmember Edward Putens 
asked if there is a permanent so¬ 
lution to the lake's problems.. 
Copp and Kay said that there is 
not. Sediments and excess nu¬ 
trients wilt continue to be car¬ 
ried to the lake by the streams. 
Capp estimated that dredging 
for maintenance would be needed 
every seven to 10 years. 

Weeds 

Copp suggested harvesting the 
water weeds now growing in the 
lake, or using special fish to eat 
them rather than using herbi¬ 
cides. He stressed that the 
weeds need to come out of the 
lake, to get rid of excess nu¬ 
trients in the water. He warned 
that this cost would not be cov¬ 
ered by the grant monies. Har¬ 
vesting the weeds is estimated 
to cost $3,600 to $6,000 per year 
and would have to be done sev¬ 
eral years in a row. Copp sug¬ 
gested that the harvested weeds 
could be put west of the dam, 
where they would rapidly de¬ 
crease in size. Kay added that 
the city could compost the har¬ 
vested weeds anywhere by mix¬ 
ing Diem with wood chips. 

Copp suggested that sterile 
grass carp could eat the weeds. 
This is still an experimental 
method of weed control. He said 
that the city should be sure the 
fish were sterile, for too many 
grass carp would eat too mam- 
useful plants. The goal is 
get rid of the coontai! which 
forms mats on the surface and 
“is non-rooted so it can roam 
around the lake," said Copp. 

Counci lmember Thomas X. 
White asked about the possibili¬ 
ty of aerating the lake bottom, 
Copp said that aeration would be 
worth considering, for with no 
oxygen on the lake bottom dur¬ 
ing the summer, nutrients rise 
off the bottom and feed the 
plants, thus adding more plant 
growth to that already in the 


Resa Jascourt, president of 
the Lakeside Citizen's Associa¬ 
tion, asked why nothing was be¬ 
ing done about the sediment ba¬ 
sin near the southern end of the 
lake. When it rains the silt 
flows directly into the lake, she 
maintained. She said that with 
this sediment still going into the 
lake, the work on the eastern 
end of the lake will be undone. 

Assistant City Manager Mi¬ 
chael McLaughlin explained that 
when the study was planned two 
years ago, the southern silt ba¬ 
sin did not seem to need work. 

Putens and Mayor pro teni Jo¬ 
seph Isaacs suggested this addi¬ 
tional work could be done in 
the future. 

Jascourt also worried that the 
condition of the southern end 
might worsen when construction 
begins on Parcel 15 (between 
the Beltway, Charlestowne Vil¬ 
lage and the lake park). Kay 
suggested that citizens can do 
their part to help by checking 
to make su/e that the sediment 
barriers required by law around 
a construction site remain in 
place. 

Streams 

Werner Neupert of Lakeside 
Drive worried about erosion in 
the stream that flows by the 
tennis courts. He said the 
stream had widened considerably 
due to erosion and urged that 
stream bank stabilization be the 
next step. 

Kay said that stream bank 
stabilization could not be fund 
ed by the state. Copp said it 
would be more expensive than 
building a forebay because the 
stream slope is so steep and many 
trees would be lost. 

Ethelyn Bishop of Lakeside 
Drive said that the section of 
the creek near her house and 
the tennis courts had originally 
had a culvert and a check flow 
dam that had gradually broken 
away. 

Keith Chernikoff, chairman of 
the Parks and Recreation Advi¬ 
sory Board said that people had 
complained to him about the ce¬ 
ment slaps the city had dumped 
on the stream banks near the 
lake trail. McLaughlin replied 
that the city planned to break 
the slabs down and cover them 
with dirt, but that he would 
have to speak with the Director 
of the Public Works Department, 
George Smith, about it.

SHL Couple Found Dead 

The bodies of a 22-year-old 
woman and a 31-year-old man 
were found in an apartment at 
6202 Breezewood Drive in 
Springhill Lake on September 
7. According to the Greenbelt 
police, the bodies were found by 
members of the woman's family 
who had become concerned about 
her. The police said that it ap¬ 
pears that both the man and 
woman died of gunshot wounds 
in an apparent murder/suicide. 
The police have identified the 
deceased woman as Wonda E- 
laine Tyler and the man as Gre¬ 
gory Joseph Wiles. Both resided 
at the above address. 

According to Det./Sgt. Ter¬ 
rence McGrath, the coroner's re¬ 
port puts the time of death as 
before midnight on Sept. 6. Ac¬ 
cording to Mc-Grath, police still 
do not know who fired the shots. 
The gun, found at the scene, was 
not registered., McGrath said, but 
was identified by a family mem¬ 
ber as belonging to Wiles. No 
note was found and there was no 
sign of forced entry into the 
apartment, police said. 

According to McGrath, uie 
Greenbelt police had responded 
to a call from this address last 
month and had taken Wiles to 
Prince Georges Hospital Center 
on an emergency committal for 
psychiatric evaluation. 

The results of the tests on the 
gun and other physical evidence 
are expected to be available in 
about two weeks from the time 
they were oubmitted on Sept. 7, 
police said.

What is “tooth sealing”? 

The chewing surfaces of 
back teeth have many irregu¬ 
lar grooves, called pits and 
fissures, which are highly sus¬ 
ceptible to decay. Even thor¬ 
ough brushing and the use of 
fluorides can not completely 
eliminate the chance of cavi¬ 
ties developing in these 
areas. 

It is now possible to coat 
these grooves with a special 
material (sealant), thus keep¬ 
ing out food debris and bac¬ 
teria The treatment, however, 
is not 100% effective and some 
of the sealant may chip or 
wear away and have to be re¬ 
placed periodically. It must 
be stressed that sealant is not 
a replacement for proper 
brush or regular check-ups. In 
addition, any tooth showing 
early signs of decay can not 
be coated with sealant. 

In combination with brush¬ 
ing, flossing and fluorides, 
sealants offer an additional 
means of preventing dental de¬ 
cay, Consult your family den¬ 
tist to see if sealants can be 
beneficial to your child,

Listening To Your Body's Language 


The human body is often li¬ 
kened to a machine, but there is no 
other machine that functions so 
effectively and efficiently. The 
seemingly simple act of processing 
food requires enormous coordina¬ 
tion of systems within.

Symptoms are the digestive tract's 
way of telling us how it’s ftmetion- 
ing. Heartburn, for instance, is a 
pain or burning sensation that 
usually begins behind the breast 
bone and works its way up into the 
chest. Almost everyone suffers 
from occasional bouts, and chang¬ 
ing eating habits can help dramat¬ 
ically. However, if within a week's 
time self-care measures don't help, 
it’s time to seek medical advice. 

The acids caused by heartburn can 
actually erode the esophagus and 
cause painful ulcers. Your doctor 
can likely prescribe something to 
prevent it.” 


"Common sense is the key," he 
continues. "An occasional stom¬ 
ach ache is probably normal. 
Modifying your eating habits 
might help, or getting more rest 
may be the solution. If the symp¬ 
toms persist, it’s a good idea to 
check it out with a physician. 

Many patients wait too long for the 
symptoms to disappear on their 
own. By the time they seek medical 
advice, the problem has advanced 
to a more complicated stage. An ex¬ 
ample which costs thousands of 
people their lives every year is that 
of attributing blood in the stool to 
hemorrhoids. Repeated irregulari¬ 
ties in the bowel may be a message 
that something is seriously 
amiss." 


Most digestive diseases are 
liighly treatable in their early stag¬ 
es, including malignancies. Early 
tumors can usually be effectively 
removed with little or no discom¬ 
fort by a simple outpatient proce¬ 
dure called endoscopy. Dr. Pisciot¬ 
ta, who also treats patients with 
weight control problems, has offic¬ 
es that include on-site lab. X-ray, 
and endoscope facilities, so there is 
no undue disruption of the pa¬ 
tient’s daily routine. Should there 
be a need, he has hospital privileg¬ 
es at many of the areas finest facili¬ 
ties. 

He states, "We often see patients 
who have suffered for weeks before 
they come in, thinking that the 
problem would 'go away.' Our staff 


is trained to understand the im¬ 
portance of early treatment, so 
when someone calls, we accom¬ 
modate them right away. A thor¬ 
ough evaluation and program of 
treatment, if needed, begins imme¬ 
diately.” 

Dr. Pisciotta, who is a graduate 
of the Universities of Maryland 
and Texas Medical School and 
trained at institutes including 
Hahnemann Medical Center and 
Hospital in Philadelphia: M.D. 
Anderson Hospital and Tumor In¬ 
stitute in Houston; St Maiy’s Hos¬ 
pital at the University of Rochester 
in New York and Washington Hos¬ 
pital Center in Washington D.C., 
prescribes preventive measures. 
"Eat slowly," he advises, "and as 
your mother always told you, chew 
your food well. Have plenty of 
high-fiber foods in your diet, drink 
alcohol only in moderation, don't 
smoke cigarettes, and be aware of 
any changes in bowel habits. If you 
have doubts concerning the seri¬ 
ousness of a condition, see a doctor. 
Ignoring symptoms for long peri¬ 
ods of time can wind up to be very 
costly in terms of your health. 
When your body talks, listen."
